The Early Childhood Develop- 
ment Center has been common- 
ly mistaken for a day care center 
for children. 

It is, in fact, a program for Hart- 
nell students studying pre-school 

_ teaching skills. 

A variety of people attend 
classes in the facility. Some. seek 
self-enrichment. Other have 
already earned a B.A. in Early 
Childhood . Development and 
want more exposure to pre- 
schoolers to round out their 
education. Others plan to 
transfer to a four year institution 
and pursue a general teaching 
degree. Some plan to go on to 
become certified pre-school in- 
structors. 

Aside from regular classroom 
meetings, the curriculum in- 
cludes labs in which the students 
work with the children under the 
supervision of staff teachers. 


Veterans need co 


The Veterans Affairs - Depart- 
ment currently has a part-time 
coordinator, and the search is 
now on to fill the position with a 
full time employee. 

Anita Jackson, the present 
coordinator, is only allowed to 
work:part-time because-she does 
not meet the full time qualifica- 
tions by the Board of Trustees. 
Jackson is not able to be an ad- 
viser due to the short hours 
allocated to her and mainly con- 
centrates on paperwork. 

The previous full-time coor- 
dinator resigned for a job in the 
Army. This was due to the uncer- 
tainty-of the post since the salary 
funds for a coordinator and staff 
were cut in the budget. 

A committee of eight people 
(six staff members and two stu- 
dent. representatives) has been 
set up to review applicants for 
the VA position. Deadline for ap- 
plications was Oct. 7 and the 
committee is now screening the 
applicants.

The Associated Students of 


Hartnell College will seek to” 


discuss four issues at the 
November 17 Board of Trustees 
meeting. 

Among those four, two con- 
cern governing board policies 
adopted at the last Board of 
Trustees meeting. 


Section 1020 of the approved 
policy, entitled “Agenda and 
Public. Notice’, deals with the 
obligation of the governing 
board to hear public issues. It 
states that the Governing Board 
does not obligate itself to act 
upon any request or proposal 
unless such request has been 
submitted in writing to the 
Superintendent-President of the 
College at least 5 working days 
prior to the scheduled date of the

meeting and such item is includ- 
ed on'the Agenda. 

Addressing the concern of an 
issue being submitted in accor- 
dance with these terms but not 
being placed on the agenda, the 
ASHC will recommend they be 
allowed a permanent position on 
the board’s agenda. Although 
not currently in practice, 
Academic and Faculty Presidents 
have been given fixed agenda 
space in the past. 

The other policy under 
scrutiny is compensation for 
board members. The ASHC will 
recommend that the Student 
Board representative be given 
full benefits and voting status. 

In reaction to their failed effort 
to purchase a photocopier, the 
ASHC Senate will also bring to 
the board meeting a written re- 
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cuss issues 


quest to allow the ASHC to 
withdraw principal funds with a 
2/3 Senate approval for the pur- 
chase of the copy machine.

Panther Sentinel readers who 
have noticed an improvement in 
the paper during the past year 
are joined in their observation by 
the Associated College Press, 
whose 50-year-old evaluation 
service has ranked our native 
publication in its highest 
category: All-American. 

The ACP groups college 
publications by ~school- enroll- 
ment, frequency of publication 
and printing process to establish 
the class within which the papers 
are judged. Within these 
classifications numerical scores 
are given in a number 
categories for technical efficien- 
cy, while creativity and per- 
sonality are recognized through 
“marks of distinction’, divided 
into five categories. 

Judging the college-level en- 
tries are professional journalists 
and past or present advisors of 
top quality school publications. 
The criteria for excellence is bas-

College Center solar powered 


The architect of the CRAC, 
Visual Arts and Performing Arts 
buildings has developed a uni- 
que kind of air conditioning 
system for the new Student 
Union building. 

The CRAC, Visual Arts, and 
Performing Arts buildings rely 
heavily on. air conditioning 
systems. that determine room 
temperature. This causes high 
fuel consumption and energy 
costs. 


Jerome Kasavan is the architect 
who designed the college 
buildings with these air condi- 
tioning systems. He has also 


designed the new College Center 
in which heating will depend 
largely on solar energy. 


Unlike the 
classrooms students are ac- 
customed to, the College Center 
will have a skylight that covers 
the bookstore, commons and 
cafeteria areas. Windows on the 
sides of the building are situated 
to catch the sun’s rays on cold 
winters and avoid the rays during 
hot summers. 

The use of windows to catch 
the sun’s energy is.called passive 
solar energy. (Active solar energy 
uses solar panels such as those 


windowless. 


used to heat the college pool.) 
The windows are fitted with 
movable slanted slats so air may 
circulate through the building. 
The entrances of the commons 
will also be open most of the 
time for air circulation. There will 
be no air conditioning unit, 


although supplemental heaters 
will be used on very cold days. 
On hot muggy days, fans on the 
ceiling will be used to help cir- 
culate air. 


The bookstore, commons and 
cafeteria areas will be able to 
control their temperature -en- 
vironments individually.

Representatives of the ‘‘epitome of naval aviation’’ 
were part of the first California International Air Show 
held in Salinas on Oct. 24 and 25. 

Lt. Commander Bob Stephens expressed his pride in 
being part of the.Blue Angels at an Oct. 23 presentation: 
in the student lounge. 

The goal of the Blue Angels it to “‘strive for perfec- 
tion,” he said. This goal is achieved by continuously 
flying for 11-1/2 months out of the year. 

A pilot remains on the Blue Angel team for only two 
years. Throughout the 35-year history of the Blue 
Angels there have been less than 200 pilots associated 
with the program. 

Another facet of the presentation included a film en- 
titled ‘‘Portrait of the Blue Angels’, which illustrated 
the maneuvers to be used in the air show. Stephens 
said the concentration involved in performing the Titus 
formation, the “trademark” of the Blue Angels, is 
awesome. Each aircraft is between 2-1/2 to 3 feet from 
each other during this formation. 

The. Blue-Angels are ‘‘the best public relations tool 
the Navy:..has to offer,’’ Stephens said, and concluded 
by saying that there is no better way to convey how 
money is spent on a defense system, and the fact that 
the U.S. is behind the Rusians in weapons is ‘‘just a 
bunch of baloney.”

Well, Nance has gained yards, 
caught passes, scored 
touchdowns and done it all in 
the shadow of super-freshman 
Anthony Toney. 

“I've had to get used to it,’”’ 
says Nance. ‘I never had to 
come off the bench before.” 

Nance, a 1981 graduate of 
Alisal High School, played four 
years of football for the Trojans, 
two on the varsity team, and all 
as a Starter. 

He was awarded ‘‘most im- 
proved player’’ in his junior year 
at Alisal. He walked away after 
his senior year of football with 
the “outstanding back’’ award 
and the team’s ‘‘Golden 
Helmet’ (most valuable player) 
award. 

But Nance’s accomplishments 
were tarnished by the fact that he 
played for a losing team.. Alisal 
won only three games totaled in 


: the two varsity seasons he played 


in. 

That lack of recognition has 
carried over to Hartnell. 

“tt doesn’t. matter all that 
much,”’ says Nance. ‘‘We (Alisal) 
didn’t win too much,. but | still 
had fun.”’ 

Nance also expressed mixed 
emotions about playing second- 
string on a winning team as op- 
posed to starting for a losing 
team. 

“| got to carry the ball a lot at

Grim recognizes what 
Nance has contributed for the 
team. 


“He’s done an excellent job so 
far,’’ said Grim. ‘‘He had a fan- 
tastic game against Ohlone and 
played super against Cabrillo.

Ohlone Oct. 17 and played most 
of the Cabrillo game Oct. 24 after 
an injury to Toney early in the 
game. 

But it takes a little extra inspira- 
tion to play second-string and 
still perform with excellence, 
and Nance is no exception. 

“What recognition | don’t get 
from other people | get from my 
good friend Saul Gonzales,”’ said 
Nance of his former high school 
teammate and current team- 
mate. 

“When | come out of the 
game, he’s (Gonzales) always 
there giving me encouragement 
and it helps out a lot.”’ ‘ 

Nance also said that his 
parents, who attend every game, 
give him a lot of support, as well. 

With Toney out with an injury 
the week of the Gavilan game, it 
looked as though Nance would 
get to start his first game of the 
season. But an ankle injury was 
to keep him out of the game. 

Nonetheless, it looks as though 
Nance is relegated to second- 
billing behind Toney until next 
year, when he hopes to start in 
the Panther backfield. 

But the next time you go toa 
Hartnell football game, look for 
number 28. He'll be the other 
guy gaining yards, catching 
passes and scoring touchdowns.

If you like poetry or even if you 
don’t you might be interested in 
reading some of the work done 
by. students in Hartnell’s In- 
troduction to Poetry class.

Sociology students were asked 
this question to find out what 
some of the attitudes towards 
America are.

Here are some of the points 
that they chose to talk about:

are too many people underfed in 
the U.S.’’, ‘‘increasingly

Concerning our environment, 
the students said: ‘We live in a 
society that promotes the abuse 
of all our resources.”’ ‘‘our highly

Good, bad news for vets 


There is some good news and 
some bad news from. the 
Veterans Administration Office. 


The good news is that contrary 
to a previously published report, 
Robert Nimmo, VA head, an- 
nounced there is no plan to deny 
medical care to eligible veterans 
based on an income test. 


Nimmo did say, however, 
“Under today’s budget con- 
straints and the soaring costs of 
medical care, the VA cannot 
continue to provide full medical 
care to all veterans regardless of 
eligibilitv.”’ 

The bad news is that four 
Veterans Administration pro- 
grams that failed to achieve their 
original objectives will be ended. 
This will save an estimated $110 
million in the VA's 1982 budget. 


This will result in flight training 
payments being cut for several 
individuals and curtailing the 
educational loan program.
